SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


We respectfully submit the following report of the con- 
dition of the schools of Swanzey, for the year ending 
March 9, 1880, in obedience to the following requirement 
of the General Laws of New Hampshire: 

‘‘'The school committee shall make to the town at its 
annual meeting, a report stating the number of weeks 
the public schools have been kept in each district, in 
summer and winter, and what portion by male and what 
by female teachers; the whole number of scholars that 
have attended each school and the number attending to 
each study; and the whole number of scholars of the 
town not less than five years of age, who have attended 
the district schools not less than two weeks during the 
year; the number of children of each sex reported by 
the selectmen or assessors, and the number of children of 
each sex between the ages of five and fifteen that have 
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not attended school, and the number of persons in each 
district between the ages of fourteen and twenty-one who 
cannot read and write, with such suggestions relative to 
he sch ools as they may think useful.” 

A condensed answer to the greater part of these items 
may be found in the tables appended to this report, to 
which we ask the special attention of all our citizens. 

The sum raised by taxation the past year for the sup- 
port of schools was $2000.00, which is $645.50 more 
than the amount required by law. ‘To this add the 
Literary Fund, $142.82, and we have 2142.82 for school 
purposes, which amount was divided among the several 
districts as in previous years. 

Wishing to encourage punctuality and promptness in 
our children and youth we give the ‘roll of honor,” or 
the names of ail those scholars who have been neither 
absent from, nor tardy at school during the several terms 
of the year—realizing, at the same time, that others who 
failed to come quite up to this aeaneea may be equally 
praiseworthy. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


District No. 1. Both terms of this school were taught 
by Miss F'torence A. Coruiss, the faithful and efficient 
teacher of the previous year. It was a pleasant, harmo- 
nious, and in every respect, successful school.

Dist. No. 2. The report of the schools in this district 
for last year is applicable also to this year. ‘The same 
teachers were wisely employed, and like success again 
attended their labors. Miss Harpy, the teacher of the 
united schools in the summer and the Primary depart- 
ment in the fall, took a commendable pride in showing 
the progress of a class of beginners in reading, by teach- 
ing them words before they had learned their letters. 

The Grammar department, taught by Miss Lyman, 
was a model school. Good order, system in teaching 
and close attention to study were its characteristics. 
Where these are found good results will always follow. 
We regret that these schools could not’ have continued 
longer.

Dist. No. 3. The Summer term was taught by Miss 
kitsig H. Wittiams, and the Fall term by Miss Carrie E. 
Wuitcoms of Keene. Both were very fair schools and.a 
good degree of progress was made in the various branches 
of study taught. A few of the scholars were not disposed 
to yield that perfect obedience to the rules of the teacher, 
without which no school can be in the highest degree 
prosperous. Miss Wuitcoms had never taught before, 
but we think she possesses the qualifications for a suc- 
cessful teacher.

Dist. No. 4.—The two terms of this school were taught 
respectively by Miss Cora E. Reap and Miss Mary A. 
Downing, the former a beginner in teaching and the latter 
having taught but one term. ‘The school appeared well 
whenever visited by the committee, and we think that 
good improvement was made in the various studies. We 
would advise a little more energy and enthusiasm on the 
part of the teachers. This perhaps would have shown 
itself among a larger number of pupils. We are sorry 
to report no member of this school in the roll of honor. 
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Parents, perhaps, are somewhat responsible for this. 

Dist. No. 5. ‘The Summer term was taught by Miss 
Vienna D. Mack, an experienced teacher and well qual- 
ified for her vocation. Her well directed efforts were sec- 
onded by her scholars, and the result was a school of the 
highest order, such an one as it is a pleasure to visit. A 
noticeable feature of the school was the clear and distinct 
tones in which the lessons were recited, so diflerent from 
the quite too common suppressed and inarticulate school- 
room utterances. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Ipa F. Hupsarp 
—14 weeks. She had good success and the reputation 
of the school was very well maintained. The percentage 
of attendance in this school was greater than in any other 
school in town, being .99 1-3 in summer and .98 2-3 in 
winter—an average of .99 for the year. The district was 
unfortunate in having their school-house burned during 
the night of Nov. 7th. ‘The school was continued with- 
out interruption ‘at the dwelling house of Mr. Gay, and 
arrangements are being made for building another house.

Dist. No. 6. ‘There were two terms, in all seventeen 
weeks, which were taught by Miss Jennie A. FAULKNER 
with her usual success. In the summer the school was 
composed mostly of young scholars, only one being above | 
fifteen years of age. In the winter there was a class of 
older ones in attendance, some of whom ranked well in 
their studies and beyond what we usually find in the 
Common School. The teacher was faithful and earnest 
in her work. This was evident at the final examination, 
and was seen in the general appearance of the school. 
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Rapid improvement was made during the two short terms; 
and except for sickness among the pupils, the attendance 
would have been almost unbroken. .

Dist. No. 7. The prosperity attending this school for 
the year has been all that could be expected, considering 
the different classes and kinds of scholars the teachers 
have had to deal with. 

Miss Kate BE. Lomsarp, who taught the school last 
year was employed for the summer, and met with her 
accustomed success. ‘The report of her school at that 
time, and of herself as teacher, would apply for this term; 
We were much pleased with the appearance of her classes 
at the examination, who did well for scholars of their ages. 

Miss Gracie E. Brooks taught the Second term which 
commenced September Ist and continued ten weeks. 
This was her third school; and she was a successful 
teacher, loved and respected by her pupils and by all 
those who knew her well. For these school children she 
performed her last work, faithful to every duty, suffering 
from disease of which she died, only ina few weeks after 
the close of her school. We shall miss her from the list 
of our good teachers. 

Miss Apa M. Reep taught the Third term. The schol- 
ars under her thorough instruction had good opportuni- 
ties for improvement, and much was learned by those 
who availed themselves of these advantages. The atteid- 
ance was somewhat broken on account of some not being 
particular about keeping their children at school. Except 
for this the school wouid have proved a more interesting 
one, not only to the teacher but to scholars.

Dist No. 8. The First term was taught by Mrs. 
Lena Vose Martin, the Second term by Miss Ipa C. Wirtn- 
ERELL. Both teachers were successful in the :ianage- 
ment of the school which was orderly and appeared well 
atour visits. ‘The examinations showed general improve- 
ment and a good degree of thoroughness. Visitors, par- 
ticularly the parents, who were present on these occasions, 

expressed themselves pleased each term with the appear- 
ance and success of their school. 

This district has at present a good class of well- 
behaved scholars, and they deserve a better school-house 
than they now have. ‘he inhabitants here are disposed 
to do better by these children, but they are not altogether 
agreed and decided upon what is best.

Dist. No. 9. Unton District. Miss Fannte M. Goutp 
was employed for the year, and gave good satisfaction. 
The parents and inhabitants of this district show an 
interest in school which is commendable. They visit it, 
and in this way do much to encourage and aid the teacher. 

The effects of good home-influence over scholars were 
here shown in their punctuality at school and the high 
nercentage of daily attendance. Not an instance of tar- 
diness occurred during the three terms according to the 
Register. Much credit for this must also be due to the 
teacher, whose zeal and interest for the improvement of 
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her pupils, and this punctuality, are best shown in her 
success and the work accomplished. 

The scholars in this district do much to make school 
interesting, and some of them are well advanced. Six 
were over fifteen, and three over seventeen years of age; 
yet none of these were too old to attend school, or to 
learn. | | 

The Third term was unexpectedly short on account of 
not obtaining all the school money due from the town of 
Richmond, to which a part of this district belongs. 

The closing exercises of each term were interesting, 
and a good number of visitors were present.

Dist. No. 10. Miss Mary A. Downine taught the First 
term of ten weeks (it being her first attempt at teaching) 
to the general satisfaction of all concerned. She secured 
the good will of the pupils, the confidence of the parents, 
and succeeded in leading her little scholars along very 
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pleasantly, step by step, to a successful termination. 
Thinking that a more experienced teacher would be 
needed to manage the larger scholars who might attend 
in the fall, she declined the request to teach again, and 
Miss Mary HE. Witper, an accomplished teacher was 
employed. She taught two weeks, when having a more 
advantageous situation offered her she was permitted to 
retire, and was succeeded by Miss Mazer Brown, a grad- 
uate of Keene High School, a lady of good education, but 
who failed to keep that order which is essential to a good 
school. Duty compels us to say but little progress was 
made during the eight weeks she taught. 

The Winter term of twelve weeks was managed by 
Miss Jennie F. Batt, an independent, wide-awake and 
well qualified teacher. She kept a very good school; 
notwithstanding which, some of the larger scholars; 
becoming tired of restraint, or disinclined to study, left 
the school before the close of the term—a practice which 
has been too prevalent in past years.

Dist. No. 11.—Known as Union District. The Gram- 
mar School for the past year has had a different teacher 
for each term. So many changes are rarely advisable, 
but these were deemed necessary for the good of the 
school. We believe no teacher should undertake a school 
like this who has not had proper experience, and who 
has not the capacity for governing as well as teaching. 
Confidence in one’s self on account of having a supply 
of book-learning, does not always prove sufficient to 
ensure success. 

The elements of the Common English branches have 
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received in this school due attention. In theseas well as 
the elements of the higher branches the classes have made 
good advancement for the year. A large proportion of 
the scholars in attendance would rank well in any of our 
High Schools, and need an efficieut teacher. 

‘The First term was taught by Miss Jennig S. Cuase 
who evidently entered the school with the impression 
that it was an easy one to govern, and that there was 
little to do but teach, for which part she was well quali- 
fied. Her difficulty was in maintaining the discipline 
that was needed. But she exercised the spirit of kind- 
ness and forbearance with her pupils and was faithful. 

Mr. Ropert ALEXANDER, a graduate of brown Unniver- 
sity, taught the Second term. He had had but little 
experience in teaching, but he was worthy of success and 
more respect than was shown him, and probably would 
have given better satisfaction in many other schools. He 
trusted too much, at first, to the honor and honesty of his 
pupils until his confidence in some of them was betrayed, 
and his influence and control over them finally lost. 
Failing by means of moral suasion, corporal punishment 
was tried in a few cases, but the only fault in this was, 
it was applied too late. Notwithstanding these difficul- 
ties which were in a measure overcome by his mntiring 
efforts to succeed, the school appeared well at its close, 
and there was improvement; but not such as would have 
been made by a better co-operation. 

The teacher of the Third term was Mr. Willis E, Sibley 
who was well fitted for the place, and gave good satisfac- 
tion. He acquired at once the confidence of his pupils 
who recognized in him his ability for managing and teach- 
ing And he had a firmness in his purpose to succeed, 
and a method and system which were his own, and which 
proved successful. Mr. Sibley found enough to do in this 
school. Former habits of disorder which had troubled 
in other terms had to be corrected; and being a live teacher 
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he applied himself well to the task, and with good results. 
Scholars will always learn in such a school.

Jutia A. Bianpine who formerly taught this school for a 
series of terms with good success, and by her experience 
has earned a good reputation as teacher, which she well 
merits. Excellent order was secured chiefly through 
mild and pleasant means, and by inculcating the princi- 
ples of good behavior and interesting these young minds 
in their lessons at school. ‘I'he classes were well taught 
and were promptin their recitations. We were gratified to 
see somuch improvement, and considered it a model school.

GHNERAL REMARKS. 


‘We are required, as before stated, to report to the town 
at its annual meeting, certain particulars in relation to 
our different schools, which have been embodied in the 
Tables annexed, and also to make such suggestions con- 
cerning them as may be thought needful. | 

We are pleased to report so many good schools, and 
trust we have not been too particular in our criticisms, 
or any way unjust in our discriminations. It is not to 
be expected that all these schools in charge of these dif- 
ferent teachers, in the several districts, have had the same 
degree of prosperity. Where wehave good teachers, we 
expect to find good schools, and are not generally disap- 
pointed. There may be discordant elements in a district, 
and things may happen at school to disturb its general 
harmony, which could not well be avoided, yet the right 
teacher will usually escape these difficulties, or meet them 
iu a proper manner as they occur. 

Teachers should feel that they are generally consider- 
ed responsible for the success of their school. They are 
responsible the same as the mechanic or artisan, for the 
perfection of his work; and in either case, success will 
depend much upon the skill used in managing and mould- 
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ing the material that is employed. Where the material 
is poor the work will not appear perfect in all its parts, 
even under the most skillful hand of experience; and no 
teacher can have a model school, composed largely of 
badly disposed scholars, and who, perhaps, are not al- 


ways under good influences and moral training at home. 
Some of our schools have not been what they might 


have been, from a lack of co-operation with the teachers. 
Those parents who rarely or never visit school, are most 
apt to accept and encourage the complaints of their chil- 
dren in regard to it; and early feelings of prejudice are 
thus begun and formed against a teacher, who, if young 
and inexperienced, may seriously affect his usefulness. 
Parents should visit school and see for themselves what 
it is, and the methods of discipline and instruction that 
are used, and accept less which they hear from others 
outside. | 

‘The general attendance of scholars will compare well 
with that of other years, yet it is not what it should be, 
making due allowance for all the sickness which has in 
any way affected it. We find a striking difference in dis: 
tricts in regard to this, some of them usually improving 
the schooling which they have, much better than others. 
The school registers exhibit this difference in a marked 
degree. ‘The ruinous habit of keeping children from 
school, wherever it exists, implies a lack of school inter- 
est and appreciation of the advantages of education, or 
disregard for the welfare of the children, for whose future 
benefit our schools were intended and established by pro- 
visions of the laws of the State. 

Parents can claim their children as their own, and may 
think they now have all the education they will ever 
need. They may keep them from school because their 
help is needed at home, or for the little they can earn in 
the shop or mill, or upon the farm, or they may let them 
stroll and run in the streets, as some of them do; but 
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they have no moral or legal right to deprive them of the 
schooling which is theirs, and should not be taken from 
them. 

A better punctuality in attendance would improve the 
interest of our schools. Some districts have done well in 
respect to this. and have had but few instances of tardi- 
ness in the year. Others, mostly on account of a few 
families, have had a much larger proportion As worthy 
examples, No. 5 and No. 9 show records jor the year 
which are clear from tardy marks. The principal fault 
is at home. and rests with the parent and guardian who 
could do much toward correcting this habit; and un- 
doubtedly many of them would if they saw its injurious 
effects. 

In conclusion we call upon all for their co-operation in 
support of our Common Schools. If we would increase 
their efficiency and make them what we most desire. 
more must be done for their improvement, and more 
interest should be manifested in them. Among other 
things requisite it is important, in this work of reform, 
that suitable ones should be chosen to select and hire our 
teachers and manage the affairs of the districts. They 
should be qualified to judge correctly of the merits of a 
teacher and sliould have some public interest in schools, 

A thorough supervision of our schools is necessary ; 
and it is better to reject poor and inefficient teachers than 
to recommend them for any of our schoois. It should 
also be understood that we cannot supply for any defect 
we may find in a teacher after the beginning of a school 
any more than wecan govern or teach for them, although 
we may advise and assist in their management. 

These principles. if rightly understood and more fully 
observed, would, we believe, by a more united sentiment, 
materially benefit our schools.
